Wasntnoton, February 7.—In the tariff 
discussion to-day, the protectionists quoted 
lux CONSTITUTIONS recent figures to show 
that Georgia was becoming a manufacturing 
state. and Atlanta the most enterprising city 
» it, is taking the lead in thisline. Butthe 
arzument fell short, as all our representatives 
exe ept Mr. Speer are against the extreme pro- 
tective policy of the bill, and a New England 
ventleman said to me after the debate on this 
point: “That is nota fair argument. Geor- 
vin. it is true, is becoming a manufacturing 
state. but the very articles of her cotton man- 
nfactures which she is to-day:sending to the 
north she can defy England and the world to 


meet heron. The millsof Augusta and Colum- 
bus sould gain immensely if the tariff could 
be sweft away to-morrow.”’ I give this 
opinion for what it is worth—with the sin- 
ste comment that the man_ who offered it is 
a high tariff advocate. Emory Speer con- 
‘inues to vote On every issue with the re- 
‘ublicans, and in a brief speech to day, de 
clared that the true policy of the south was 
not to go in for the old flags and an appro- 
priation, but for the old flag and protection. 
General applause on the republican side 
ereeted his remarks, and several prominent 
New England manufacturers walked over 
to shake bis band. The republicans are 
seared. and have forced night sessions to 
earry their bill through in the house. I am 
<till confident that no tariff bill can be 
passed at this session. | 
SAVANNAH IN THE RIVER AND HARBOR BILL. _ 

In the river and harbor bill, completed in 
committee to-day, no new works were begun 
and few of the old appropriations were Con- 
tinued. Savannah, however, was lucky 
enough to secure filty thousand to carry on 
its harbor improvement, 

A NEW CUSTOMS ™ HEDU LE. 

Secretary Foiger has sent to the house a 
setter transmitting a schedule lor the reor- 
ganization of the customs service, by which 
he anticipates an annual saving 1n salaries of 
£494 000. Phe only southern pxrt Of any Conse- 
quence aftected by the changes proposed is 
Savannah. It is proposed to consolidate with 
the district of Savannah, the districts of At- 
lanta and Brunswick, and to increase the 
number of officers and emp'oyes from 15 to 
25. and the cost for salaries from $23,575 ‘to 
$25,840. 

THE FAST MAIL AND ATLANTA. 

L. M. Terrell has been here two days trying 
to get the house to agree to the senate item in 
the postalappropriation bill giving one hun- 
dred and eighty-five thousand dollars to the 
fast mail. He has spoken specially for Atlanta 
and says tve discontinuance of the mail 
would give us only one New York mail a day 
whereas we now gettwo. It is hoped that 
arrangements can be made soon with the 
Augusta fast mail to bring the New York 


maii into Atlanta, by noon, instead of at 
night on the day after it leaves New York.

STEEL AND WOOL. 


A Speech by Senator Lamar—Night Seasions ef the 
House Ordered 

Special to The Constitution. — : 

WASHINGTON, Fevruary 7.—The republican 
senators held a caucus lastevening. Thesub- 
‘ect of tariff legislation was fully discussed in 
the light of recent intimations from the 
house that no tariff bill can pass that body 
at this session, and the opinion prevailed that 
the senatesbould not be influenced to deviate 
from its present line of policy through any 
apprehension that the house might refuse to 
aecept its work, It was resolved to continue 
the consideration of the bill during the re- 
mainder of the week, and to make a vigorous 
effort to secure its compietion, 

TAKEN UP IN THE SENATE 

Wasuinecton Fepruary 7.—At the close of 
the morning business, the senate, on motion 
of Mr. Edmunds, held a brief executive ses- 
sion. When the dvors were reopened the 
tariff bill was taken up. Mr. Beck moved 
to strike out the paragraph embracing wo- 
men’s and children’s dress goods,coat linings, 
Italian cloths and goods of every description 
now and beretofore known as worsted stuff, 
the warp of which is made wholly of cotton, 
imen. dramie. china, grass or other vegeta- 
ble materials, or ef combination of them, and 
weft wholiy or in part of wool, worsved, hair 
o! Alpaca goat or other like aniinals, and Lo 
substitute tor it the classification of existing 
low rates of duty per square yard, being re- 
duced one cent. 

MR LAMAR'S SPEECH. 

Mr. Lamar wade an argument to show that 
a protective policy is delusive, and that its 
maintainance is not necessary for the exis- 
tence or the development of American man- 
ufactures. The discussion and votes on the 
pending bill showed clearly, he said, that it 
was impossible to make any material reduc- 
tton of taxation, and at the same tme to 
maintain the prutective system. The two 
theories were incompatible, and one or the 
other wust be givenup Lhe people’s demand 
for a reduction of taxes, had a on the 
party in power the delicate and difficult task 
to perform, to which that pariy had admitted 
itseif to be unequal by the creation of a taniil 
commission. Tuisexperiment need not have 
been resorted to if the only question had 
been the reduction of taxation to the revenue. 
There could be no easier or more gratetul task 
than that of lifting from the peopie burdens 
universally admitied to be unnecessary, and 
probably no other people in the world were 
ever more needlessly taxed fur aseries of years, 
because their rulers were unable to devise 
amethod. Although the present debate in 
the senate bad been concerning itseif not 
with the reduction of taxation to therevenue, 
but with the relation of American manufac- 
tures to the mode of collecting the revenues, 
and as each article came up, the question 
asked was not bow low the duty could be laid 
upon it, bat bow high a duty was needed to 
protect our mapuracturers, The advocates of 
protection had been for years insisting that it 
increased the profits of capitah raised the 
waves of labor, and cheapened the prices of 
the manufacturers’ products, and they could 
not take a step in the direction of the popular 
demand without contravening the doctrines 
upon which their system rested, for if it did 
produce all these beneficient results then to 
repeal or modify it would be to diminish these 
blessings. The time had come to dead ex- 
plicitly with the American people on this 
subject. ‘To teli them plainly that protection 
and low taxation are incompatibie, that a pro- 
téective tax isa high tax, and that the tax s0 
low as not to check importation is non-pro- 
tective. The people of this country were 
always willing ww be taxed = in 
& proper manner for any legitimate object. 
Theretore why not say to them plainly: “If 
you Want proteciion you must Consent to pay 
the cost of maintaining that system, and 
scorn the allurements of low taxes and cheap 
fureign goods.” Mr. Lamar was warmly con- 
gratulated by his fellow senators 
at the conciusion of his speech, 
All the rest of the wool schedule, except 
webbings and gorings, el., embracing Car- 
pets, druggets and beckings, aud endiess beits 
or felts were passed over .o give the finance 
committee aun opportunity to revise them.

A STATUTE FOR BARON DEKALB. 

Wasuineton, February 7.—Mr Robeson, of 
New Jersey, from the committee on rules, re- 
ported a resolution that during the remainder 
of the session the house shall, at 5:30 p.m, 
each day take a recess until 7:30 p.m. Adopt- 
ed. Mr. McLane, of Maryland, introduced a 
bill appropriating $10,000 for the erection of 
amonument tothe memory of Baron De- 
Kalb, in the naval academy grounds Re- 
ferred. The house then, at 11:20, went into 
committee of the whole on the tariff bill, the 
poocins amendment being that oftered 
xy Mr. Kelley, of Pennsylvania, increas- 
ing the duty on iron. ore, including 
manganiferous iron ore, also the dross or the 
residium from burnt pyrites from fifty to 
seventy-five cents perton. Mr. Kelley's mo- 
tion to increase the duty on iron ore, after a 
long debate, was lost. Ayes 77, nays 106. 
Several other amendments were also offered, 
debated and lost. At last, after the consider- 
ation of the first item of the metal schedule, 
for four hours and a half, the committee 
passed away from it without making any 
change in the rate of duty, which is left at 
50 cents per ton. The efforts to change the bill 
in regard to pig iron also failed, and the com- 
mittee rose while an amendment reducing 
the duty on steel ingots was pending. Mr. 
Bingliam introduced a bill for the appoint- 
ment of a commission to consist of seven 
members, three of whom may be members of 
the present house and two of whom may be 
senators, to inquire into the conditiun and 
value of the plant of the various telegraph 
companies of the country, and to report to 
the next congress what methods are at present 
available to reduce the cost of telegraphic 
communication, or whether any legislation 
is necessary to carry out the power of con- 
gress to regulate cummerce as applied to tele- 
graphic communication, Referred. Alsoa 
bill abolishing state compulsory pilotage law. 
teferred. The house then, at 5:30 p. m., took 
a recess until 7:30. 

It was eighto’clock beforea quorum of 
members appeared inthe house. As soon as 
a quorum was obtained the house went into 
couimittee of the whole on the tarfff bills. 
fhe duty on ingot steel was fixed at 45 per 
cent ad valorem on all except crucible steel. 
The next clause embraced steel railway bars, 
pending the consideration of which the house 
adjourned at 9:50.

On his return 
from cuurch, however,the wheels of President 
Arthur’s carriage became locked with those of 
several others, and finding that his already 
damaged vehicle could not be extricaied with- 
oufTang delay,the president abandoued itand 
walked home with his daughter through the 
rain. The occurrence created some excite- 
ment and gave rise toa number of alarming 
rumors a3 to’th nt’s safety.”

GOLD AND SILVER COINAGE, 

Mr. Burchard, director of the mint, was be- 
fore the commiitiee on coinage, weights and 
measures this morning, and began a statement 
descriptive of Lhe Operation ol gold and siver 
certificates, their relation to each other, and 
to the commercial needs of the country, «So 
far as there was a definite expression from 
Burchard he gave it as his Opinion that it is 
inexpedient until there shall be an interna- 
tional agreement establishing and fixing a 
ratio between gold and silver, to coin more 
silver. Bauarchard’s theory is that without in- 
ternational agreement as to the relative val- 
ues of gold and silver, a continuance of the 
coinage and circulation of silyer by the 
Upited States wouid tend to make this coun- 
try the dumping ground for the silver of all 
nations, Wuile guid would find its way pout of 
the country as fasi as imports come in. 

AN EXPENSIVE NAVY. 
WasHINGTON, February 7.—Among the 
schemes for building up a navy is one which 
Congressman Mor-e has devised. He wants 
to seil the navy yard at Charlestown for $10,- 
000.000 and iuvest the fuaods so that it would 
produce $400,000 a year; then add to it the 
3400,000 anuual expense of keeping the yard, 
and the proceeds would be $300,000 a year. 
With this a first class steel cruiser could be 
built every second year. He thinks that by 
closing the yard, establishments would soun 
be built up which would employ more me- 
chanics than are now kept on the govern- 
ment pay-roll. Since Mr. Morse came out as 
a fu.l-tledged civii-service refurmer, the pros- 
pect of a navy yard in bis district bas been 
preying op his mind, and now he favors the 
wbolition of the Boston navy vard. 

POR YOUNG OWNERS OF UNITED STATES BONDS, 

Wasuinoros, Feortary 7.—Inquiry froma 
law tirm in Pittsburg bas been received as to 
what evidence is required by the treasury 
department inthe case of a minor owning 
government bonds who has arrived at major- 
ity, in order to enable him to draw interest 
without tbe aid of a guardian.

HER CHILD.

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tion of a Loving Wife and Mother—How Mrs. 
Parker Was Shot by Her Husbaad to Se- 
cure Insuranc.—His Sureide— Etc. 


Sr. Lovis, February 7.—The following 
story gives the details and ingide history of 
the remarkable case of John Parker and his 
wife, who were both killed on Tuesday: 

Parker was a young man of thirty-three 
years, and had been married six years. When 
sober he was hard-working and industrious, 
but in drink wasa fiend. His wife who had 
borne him two boys—one of whom, aged 
twenty months, survives—was a singularly 
pretty woman of twenty-four years, who had 
been most devoted to him since his incarcer- 
ation eighteen months ago on a charge of

murdering Michael Payton in a Christy 
avenue saloon. While carousifg with a man 


named Lyons, without any hard words pass- 
ing between them, suddeniy Parker knifed 
Payton. The terfiovie nature of the assault is 
told by Lyons, who had been brought from 
New Orleans to testify in the case, which was 
to have been tried to-day. On referring to 
the stabbing, after describing the manner in 
which the three men had conversed together, 
he said: 

‘‘After we had been in the saloon awhile, I 
told Payton he had better come home. Par- 
ker had his arm around Payton’s shoulder, 
and they were joking together. 
ed Payton to come home, he had a glass of 


band till he emptied the glass. 1 noticed 
while he was drinking that Parker was tap- 
ping Payton’s abdomen lightly with some- 
thing, asif in fun. I did not know that Par- 
ker had a-knife, and payton did not know he 
was cut until after he placed the beer-giass on 
the counter, when he _ placed his 
hand to his stomach and = said: 
‘Here, Aleck, I believe the fellow has cut me. 
My insides are coming out, Try and put 
them back.’ I unbuttoned his vest, and 
taking the entrails in my hands tried to put 
them back into place. But I couldn’: do it. 
He said then to let him lie on his back. I 
carried him to the corner, by which time the 
ambulance took him to the dispensary, and 
from there he went to thecity hospital, where 
he died.”’ Notwithstanding this very direct 
story and the fact that Parker had a 
VERY BAD REPUTATION, 

his counsel, ex-Governor Charles Johnson and 
Presly N. Jones, were confident that they 
would secure his acquittal on the ground otf 
insanity. A tew minutes before the tragedy 
Johnson got permission of the court to have 
Parker removed trom the prisuner’s cage to 
the jury room in order that his counsel might 
conier with him. Johnson and Jones hada 
consultation with bim, during which he seem- 
edto be highly gratified at their assurance 
that they would clearhim, Jtustas Mr. John- 
son was about to withdraw Parker’s wife and 
his sister, Mrs. Craft, were admitted to the 
room to converse with him. Johnson. de- 
parted, leaving in the room Parker, his wife 
and “Mrs. Craft, who sat on chairs drawn up 
side by side, and Presley Jones, who occupied 
a seat close to them. 

The husband and wife were conversing 
despondently about the trial and their family 
affairs, dwelling with special earnestness upon 
the bad outlook for the baby. Jones, who in- 
terrupted the conversation now and then to 
ascertain facts regarcing witnesses for the de- 
fense, heard the wife make the remark that if 
she were dead then the child would get the 
$1,000 from Garfield lodge knights and ladies 
of honor, of which she was a member. 
Shortly after this he heard 

A RINGING REPORT, 
and saw the wife suddenly fall back into her 
seat and remain there motionless, Jones, 
who thought Parker was shooting at him, 
jumped up and ran from the room. Deputy 
Sheriff Walters, who was standing in the cur- 
ner of the room at the time, looked in just 
in time tosee Parker raise the pistol to his 
head. He made a jump forward, but the sec- 
ond report sounded as he advanced, and Par- 
ker fell against the wali of the room dying. 
A crowd trom all parts of the Four courts 
building surged into the criminal court, and 
through that into the jury room, where the 
sight met their view of the young wile re- 
clining back in a chair, pale and with a smile 
on her face, quite dead; and of the husband 
prone upon the fluor, gasping for breath, h.s 
right hand making an effurt to raise the re- 
volver once mure te his head, with the evi- 
dent intention of putting an end to his great 
sufferings. ‘The shooting, which occupied on 
ly a few secconds, occurred at tea minutes of 
twelve, and Parker did not breathe unis last 
until thirty-five minutes after twelve, when 
the bodies of 

THE MAN AND WIFE 
were carried into the morgue, which is in an- 
other part of the building. 

Judge Van Wagoner adjourned court. and 
an official at once began an investigation of 
the mauner in which the pistol had been con- 
veyed tothe prisoner. The jail authorities 
were able to assert that Parker was unarmed 
when he left theircare, one of the deputies 
having searched him, and the theory gained 
ground that Mrs. Parker, who had veen heard 
to talk of suicide lately, had instigated the 
tragedy; but it was discovered later that 
the weapon had been handed him by 
his sister, Mrs. Crafts. At the time she 
confessed havine done so she stated that 
she and otter membersof her family had been 
reliably informed thata brother of Payton’s 
had swor. te kill Parker directly aiter he 
came intocourt, and that they had decided 
to provide him with a weapon with which to 
defend himself. A letter, however, which 
Parker wrote yesterday to Mr. and Mrs, 
Crafts reveals the fact that he intended tv 
comuuiit suicide, though it also shows that he 
did not intend to include his wife in the 
slaughter. An extract from the letter reads: 

**l am determined to kill myself; 1 am tired of 
seeing my sweet wife abused and sufferiug. 1 have 
had tw tell a great many lies to get this pistol, but 
the party who gave ittome kuew nothing about 
m, iutentivn. 1 am determined upon my plaus. 
Bury me beside my dear dead boy. The Kuignt of 
Honor will take care of my dear, devoted wile. 
Give my overcoat to Mr. Uwen, former cashier of 
the Third Natiounl Qank, his fellow-prisoner. God 
bless him! the has been a good friend to me.’’

simply to kill himseif, but that when 
his wife mentioned the fact to him that 
the child would get $1,000 after her death 
he suddenly came to the conclusion that the 
death of both would be a great advantage, 
and acting upon the di®bolical impulse of tue 
moment, kiiled his wife and then himself, 
The devotion of Parker's young wife, which 
has received such sorry return, was a remark- 
able instance of the loyalty which is often 
found amung womeh who have the misior- 
tune to have criminals as the objects of 
their attachment. Neary every day since 
August 20,1881, Mra, Parker has visited the 
jail, bringing her husband delicacies pur- 
chased with money she raised at the ironing 
tables in down town laundries. She lived in 
/acouple of rooms, supporting her child as 
best she could, and in every way conducting 
herself in a laudabie manner since his 
imprisonment. Parker has me very 
sickly, and it is believed that chronic lun 
troubie and general debility bad so unsett 
his mind that he was not mentaliy responsible 
for his acts.

slight figure not betraying by even the slight- 
est tremor a dread of that greatest of all tests 
of courage. Parker had arranged to have his 
wife sit nextto him at the jury table, and 
then to sling his overcoat carelessly to his 
sister. He and the two women began to 
ve to the attorney a list of witmesses he 


ad arranged in order to furnish a 
pretext for this withdrawal from the court- 
room. The sister, never suspecting 
that she was contributing to such 
a terrible tragedy as followed, 


slipped the revolver into the overcoat. pocket, 
handed the coat back and went on talking to 
Mr, Jones, giving names and addresses, while 
Governor Johnson, finding his presence un- 
necessary, walked back into the court room, 
leaving the connecting doors open. Jones 
was still writing, when Parker, sitting to one 
side, a little back of him, raised the revolver, 
held it to his wife’s head, just back of the left 
ear, and fired the bullet for which she was 
calmly waiting. She fe!l 
DEAD WITHOUT A MOAN, 

Then, jumping up, Parker stepped back 
against the wall to gain a second of time on 
the approaching policeman, He held the 
muzzle to his forehead, but it slipped off.

THE CREEK WAR, 
A dispatch ‘rome. Muscogee, Indian territo- 
ry, says: There afe strong indications of a re- 
newal of the hostilities between the contend- 
ing bands of Creeks. George Porter has been 
appointed commander of the Chicobe faction 
and has called in all the available men, and it 
is said will attack the consolidated forces of 
Spiecbe, now camped about 15 miles from 
Okmulgee, as soun as the weather is favora- 
ble.

THE RISING RIVERS, 


The Greatest Fleed in 50 Veurs Rushing Down the 
Ohie Valley. 

Special to the Constitution. 

PirrssurG, February 7.—From present indi- 
cations this ‘section will be visited befure 
morning with the greatest flood in fifty 
years. Ali day yesterday and last night the 
rain fell in torrents at all points along the 
Monongahela valley, the record showing a to- 
tal rainfal! of 14% inches. This melted and 
carried off the snow on the mountains and 
soon the creeks and streams were converted 
into small rivers, pouring their volumes of 
water into the Monongahela. Early this 
morning reports came frum points above that 
the river was booming, but no rise occurred 
here until noon. The river then commenced 
swelling and has since been rising rapidly. 
Cincinnati, February 7.—The Ohio river is 
rising here nine inches an hour, and at the 
same rate at Portsmouth and Cattelsburg. 
Lieavy ice is reported to have reached Purts- 
mouth, The river is thirty-six feet high at 
W heeling, and is beginning to rise again on 
account of the heavy rains. The side streams 
will cause a rapid rise all along the river. The 
Big Sandy river is higher than it has been 
for ten years. 

T..e tleod in the Ohio is increasing, At 
Portsmouth the Ohio river marks 47 feet 4 
inches, and is rising 4inchesan hour. At 
Marietta several hundred people have been 
driven from their homes by the water. The 
situation to-night all over Ohio and Indiana 
is very threatening.

The Birmingham Age has heen interviewing 
one of the iron kings of that place, who repu- 
diates the claim ot Chattanooga to be considered 
the iron center of the south, and claims for Bir- 
mingham that there is coal enough within six 
miles to surprise the world; and that these mines 
are now putting out 8,000 tons of coal per day, 
and the openings increasing rapidly; ‘here is iron 
ore within eight miles of Birmingham, thirteen 
feet thick, mined and put on cars @t a cost of 
seventy cents per ton, and at one furnace witha 
ten foot flue, it is delivered in the stock house at 
seventy-five cents per ton. Coke is made here at 

265 per ton, aud far superior to coke made else- 
Neither Rising Fawn, South Pittsburg nor 
ever have made, nor 
ever can make, iron as cheap as Birming- 
ham by $1.50 0n the ton.’’ There are seven fur. 
naces here, five of them immediately in Birming- 
ham. and two of them within six miles of the city. 
These furnaces represent a capital of $2,500,000. 
Chattanooga has one furnace representing a capital 
of only $10¥,C00. Our product will be ata minimum 
estimate of 615 tons perday. Sloss furnace with a 
sixteen foot bosh, best day’s work, 166 tons. Oxmoor 
furnace, thirteen foot bosh, best day’s work 70 tons 
and making an average of sixty-four tons per day.”’ 
Augusta News: The Methodists of Thomson are 
erecting a district high school, which is approach- 
ing completion. It will cost about $2,0.0. They 
are seeking to make Thomson somewhat of an ed- 
ucational centre, and propose to give favorable OD- 
portunities to parents who cannot afford their chil- 
dren a collegiate education, as well as to make it a 
feeder to the colleges. Rev. A W. Smith, a youug 
gentleman of excellent character, and a student of 
Emory college and Vanderbilt university, now has 
charge of the school.

haustible field for newspaper comment an 
discussion, and the journal which devotes its 
attention to them with anything like the 
proper degree of enthusiasm arouses the in- 
terest of its readers, and spurs up the lagging 
spirit of progress. 

The othar day our Albany contemporary 
was cutting and slashing away at the ob- 
structions in Flint river, now it is aiding in 
the week of planting a large wateriuelon patch 
in southern and southwestern Georgia, and in 
otherwise giving a boom to the important 1n- 
dustry of truck farming. ‘It [is natural that 
tue watermelon should attract the most 
atiention. It is not only a cheap 
and sure crop, but it is easily shipped in bulk, 
and the demand for it is practically unlimit- 
ited. Many states grow melons. New Jersey, 
for instance, produces an affair which is a 
cross between a green gourd and a pie melon, 
and is about as much like the genuine article 
as the Jersey potato is like the Georgia yan. 
The nortbern appetite, we are glad to say, is 
in a high state of culture, so far as the water- 
melon is concerned, and the consequence is 
that the Georgia rattlesnake melon is in de- 
mand the whole summer through, and brings 
good prices when other varieties are a drug in 
the market. 

The News and Advertiser prints some inter- 
esting facts in regard to the melon crop of 
that section, gathered by its reporter at the 
recent fruit growers’ convention. Even in 
bad yeers, the melon crop will average halfa 


car load to the acre. In good years—that is 


to say when’ the preparation and 
cultivation of the land have 


been properly attended to, the crop will aver- 
age from one thousand w twelve hundred 
marketable melons to each acre. One thous- 
and melons of marketable size will make a 
car-load, and the average profit on last year’s 
crop was $150 the car-load; but the first 
melons of the season, shipped by Mr. E. 
Young, of Quitman—one car-load—netted 
$500. The_ prices of melons in Nashville, 
Louisville and Chicago ranged from 50 to 75 
cents, and never fell below.20 cents during 
the season. 

This year, owing to the increased interest 
which the railroads are taking in the trans 
portation of Geergia products, prices will 
probably average better. New markets will 
be opened up, bothin the north and west, 
and shipments will be handled more rapidly. 
Last year the freight on a car-load of melons 
from Albany to Nashville was $65; to Louis- 
ville, $70; to Chicago, $105; to Kvansville 
and Indianapolis, $90. The probability 
is that the transportation companies, with a 
view to fostering the growth of such indus- 
tries as afford them profits during the dull 
summer months, will slightly lower these 
rates. 

One grower, Mr. McRee, cleared last year 
29.000 on one hundred acres of watermelons, 
a returh that throws the profits of cotton- 
growing in the shade. At tbe convention of 
fruit and vegetable growers held in Quitman 
last week, there were seven counties repre- 
sented, Lowndes, Brooks, Thomas, Mitchell, 
Decatur, Dougherty and Lee. In these seven 
counties, it is estimated that seven thousand 
acres will be planted in melons. Lowndes 
county will plant thirty-five hundred acres. 
The lowest yield thus far obtained is one 
marketable melons to the acre. 
insure 7,000,000 marketable 
seven counties mentioned, 
car-load, this crop. will 
bring into the seven counties during the 
months of June and July, the net sum of 
$1,050,000. The crop shipped from Valdosta 
and Quitman last year netted about $100,000 

These figures, which the News and Adver- 
tiser gets from the melon growers themselves, 
ought to produce a deep impression on the 
farmers of Georgia—particularly when it is 
remembered that watermelons can be grown 
in every section of the state. The largest and 
finest melons ever seen are raised in middle 
Georgia, and there is no reason why all our 
farmers should not take advantage of the un- 
limited demand for this delicious fruit.

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Wide®pread conspiracy chargeable with all 
tbe; political or agrarian crimes of the past 
year. A diary kept by Patrick Wheland 
was read.

The unfolding of the evidence will be care- 
fully watched. It is reasonably certain that 
the Irish cause will be relieved of 
the stizma which has rested pon 
it since the assassination in Phoenix park; for 
not one particle of evidence implicates any 
one outside of the nest of assassins in Dublin 
city, The skill and energy of the detective 
force will also be vindicated, and altogether a 
dark and bloedy mystery isin a fair way of 
being clearedup. The real friends of Ireland 
will rejoice the mest over such a triumph of 
law and justice. 


MR. WINDOM’S DEFEAT. 

Senator Windom; who was strong at home 
and was in the front rank of senators at Wash- 
ington, was not defeated simply .because - he 
built a fine house in Washington, nor did the 
younger men of the party crowd him out, nor 
did-Congressman Dunnell out maneuvre him, 
nor did the stories of his wealth undermine 
him. These things may have hurt him some, 
but they were nvt sufficient to compass his 
defeat, for he was much too strong to be beat- 
en in Minnesota by such means. It is stated 
now in such papers as the Inter Ocean that his 
defeat was due in part to Jay Gould 
and C. P. Huntington, and in part to Mr. 
James G. Blaine. Mr. Windom has long been 
an active friend ot the Northern Pacific rail- 
road, and the railway magnates of the Central 
line desired to see him crushed. It is 
claimed that they entered into a combination 
with Mr. Blaine, who attributes Lis defeat at 
Chicago in 1880 to Mr. Windom’s control of 
the Minnesota delegation, and his candidacy 
for the presidency. Ihe Minnesota delegates 


were instructed to vote fer Wifidom, 
and they did so _ vote, although 
Mr. Blaine was entitled to the delegafes 


as against any man but Mr. Windon. Blaine’s 
friends never doubted his strength in that 
state until the Windom boom was started, 
and the loss of the state had a deal to do 
with Mr. Blaine’s defeat. And when the 
break-up came Mr. Windom: came very near 
becoming the choice of the convention in- 
stead of Mr. Garfield. The two men became 
really unfriendly, and it is asserted that Mr. 
Blaine did all he could to punish Windom 
by undermining strength in the 
legislature, and by working in co-ope- 
ration with the barons of the 
lower Pacific lines, Certain it is that those 
who were active in Blaine’s interest in 1880 
were most active in the late senatorial con- 
test against Mr. Windom. We mention this 
matter more to show what influences are at 
work in the republican party, and to what ex- 
tent it is honey-combed with intrigues and 
bitter divisions. It is really ready to be sacri- 
ficed for the public good. It is over-ripe.

GRAIN PLANTING. 

EDITORS CONSTITUTION: The interest that Tue 
CONSTITUTION took last year in advising the farmers 
of Georgia to plant largely of grain crops and be- 
come self-sustaining in food supplies had a good 
effee: on the farmers, as more grain was planted and 
more provisions raised than at any time since the 
War. Sut this year they seem to have lost sight of 
what proved so beneficial to them last year, and are 
planting much less grain. Commissioner Hender- 
son reports the wheat crop of Georgia but eight per 
cent less in area than the crop of 1882. Iam not 
posted how it is in middle and southern Georgia, 
but in northwest Georgia it is fully thirty per cent 
less thun thecrop of last year. It was the intention 
of the farmers to have planted fully as much, but 
they were kept picking cotton so late that sowing 
wheat was mostly put off to December, when it be- 
came so wet and cold they could not sow the quan- 
tity they first calculated tosow. This time last year 
fine green fields of wheat and oats could be seen on 
all the farms as you traveled along the roads, but 
now such sights are few and far between; and the 
bulk of the oat crop vas sown just lastweek. Few 
fall oats were s »wn Compared with last year, and it 
is to be feared that the area of cora will also be re- 
duced. If so, the farmers will relapse again into 
their former habits of buying all their food supplies 
from the west. The indications look that way just 
now from the appearauce of the farms throughout 
this part of Georgia. The railroads are now deliver- 
ing large quantities of fertilizers at every depot and 
station along their line, which means cotton, in the 
face of low prices and the supply exceeding the de- 
mand. In short, the farmers are determined, us 
heretofore, to work for the railroads, merchants and 
farmers of the west, making cotton to exchange for 
provisions, with expenses, interest and profits 
added. Corn or meal of their own raising they do 
not seem to appreciate or value; they have a repug- 
nance to planting and raising their own food sup- 
plies.

Yesterday a ConstituTIon reporter dropped into 
the office of Lowry's bank and found Alderman 
Lowry sitting in front of his favorite mocking bird 
and surrounded by cages fullof canaries,love birds, 
bullfinchés,and divers other species of the feathered 
tribe. Our alderman, who had laid aside the busi- 
ness cares of the day, was holding communion with 
his birds. When the reporter noted the happy smile 
that was playing on his lips as he listened to the 
singing of his mocking bird, accompamed by the 
piping of bullfinches and the chirping of the other 
birds, he hesitated before making known his mis- 
sion; butas reporters respect no family circle, this 
interrupted the mocking bird by inquiring of the 
alderman what he meant by his 

WAR ON THE ENGLISH SPARROWS. 

As Colonel] Lowry lookea up, a determined, busi- 
ness-like look chased away the smile that played on 
his lips, he seid: “I mean war, and war to the 
knife. I will never quit until] the English sparrow 
is exterminated. You kuow I am passionately fond 
of birds, and esprcially of blue birds. I have tamed 
blue birds until they were as gent’eas that bull- 
finch there. Well, these English sparrows are driy- 
ing all of the other birds away and are taking pos- 
session of the town. Some time ago! noticed quite 
a number of blue birds on Mr. Porter’s lot. At my 
suggestion he puta number of boxes in the trees 
forthem to build in, and by the time the blue 


birds were becoming tame and we 
became attached to them, the English 
sparrows come along, took possessi omes 


we had built for them and drove them away. The 
blue bird isa plucky and high spirited bird, but he 
had to give way to the English sparrows. Even the 
mischievous jay bird, that Mark Twain says is tbe 
smartest of the feathered tribe, could not hold his 
own against the English sparrow, but took flight, 

Y ossession of the field. 
In fact they have taken the town. They bave 
driven the mocking bird and othér sweet-throated 
songsters out of the cemetery. What sweeter 
thought isthere than knowiug that mocking birds 
are singing over the graves of the loved ones we 
have buned away to rest, and what more harrowing 
than to know these birds who makeso much sun- 
shine in our burying grounds are supplanted by 
the English sparrows. 

THR REMEDY PROPOSED. 

"How,’’ I asked, ‘‘do you propose to rid Atlanta 
of the bird plague?”’ 

‘That isa knotty problem. I am not yet sureof 
means of accomplishing the desired end, but I am 
a) ae, pod n earfest that I will Gnd seme 
method. see that this subject is occupying the 
attention of the Massachusetts legislature now. I 
need co-operation in carrying out my plans. I pre- 
sented the matter to the city council and had it 
indorsed and referred back to me fora remedy. I 
have as yet matured no plan, but think of sugges: 
ting one dav in each month to be devoted to exter- 
minating the English sparrows. On this day wecan 
permit all of the boys in town to use their Alabama 
slings as effectively as possible,and set as many pru- 
dent grown men as will volunteerto make war on 
ourcommon enemy, with shotguns, number 10 
shot; ofcourse it would be provided that they shoot 
only shot in the air at an anyle of least 45 degrees.’’

‘“‘Where did the English sparrows come from?’’ | 
asked. 

‘*| think a few followed the railroad frem Macon 
here,and were brought in the freightcars. They 
breed four times a year and lay four eggs ata time 
and before they area year old they are fu'l grown 
and married.

In Australia years ago they were im- 
ported from London to kill out the locusts and 
grusshoppers that destroyed the wheat crop. but as 
is often the case the remedy was worse than the 
disease; instead of proving a blessing, they were 
declared 6 curse, ena four pence a head is offered 
by the government for every one that is killed, As 
] said before, I am terribly in earnest in this matter, 
and hope that any or allof my friends will offer 
suggestions by which Atlanta can be rid of this 
nuisance,’’

A CALL FOR SPECIMENS OF GEORGIA PRO- 
DUCTS, AGRICULTURAL, HORTICULTU- 
RAL, FORESTRY, MINERALS, AND 
MANUFACTURES. 


EXECUTIVE DEPARTMENT, 
STATE OF GEORGIA, 
ATLANTA, GA., January 4, 1883. 


HEREAS, HERETOFORE TU-WIT, IN THE 

month of November last, the following com 
munication was received by me, as Governor of th« 
State, from the Secretary of the New Eugland Man- 
ufacturers and .Mechanics’ Institute, of Boston, 
Mass., to-wit: 
“New England Manufacturers and Mechaniés’ Iu 

stitute, Treasurer’s Office 38 Hawley at., 
“Boston, Mass,, October ‘20, 1882. 

“To His Excellency, the Governor of Georgia: 

‘Dear Sir—In behalf of the New England Manu 
facturers and Mechanics’ Ins‘itute, and by the 
authority of its official board, I hereby extend to 
the State of Georgia a cordial invitation to makear 
exhibit of its agricultural products and resevr 
at the third annual fairof the lustitute, whic’ wi'| 
be openen the first week of September, *°$3, aud 
continusé until a day in Novem bar tu be « termined 
hereafter 

“‘An invitation of like tencr has been rent to the 
Governor of every one of the Southern d.a.es The 
purpose of the proposed exh bition is to afford a: 
opportunity to all those Statesand Territories which 
wish for se.tiers from the North to present, in prac- 
tical shape, examples of the products of the soi) 
illustrative of its adaptability to the various 
branches of planting, farming and horticulture. 
The new raiiway system of the great West will be 
invited to make asimilar exhibiuon at the lusti 
tute, that the North may thus become for the iime 
being the arena in which the South and West me} 
compete with each other for that surplus popula 
tion which yearly leaves New England in search oj 
homes elsewhere. 

‘Phe invitation is forwarded at this early day 
that your Excellency may have am: le time ocd 
sider the subject and to make such suggestions 
thereon to the Legislature of your State as you may 
deem appropriate.

they are hereby requesied to send to him such spec- 
imens of the agricultural, borticultural, mineral 
and manufactured products, and of the forestry of 
this State, as they may be able and feel dis sposed to 
contribute to the e xposition aforesaid. 

1 moreover hereby give a cordial invitation to all 
citizens to make such contribuli ns as they may be 
able te make, that Georgia. in her vast and varied 
resources, may be well represented among her sis- 
ter *tatesin thie Exposition. 

The collection thus made by the Commissioner of 
Agriculture to be held by him subject to the dispo 
sition of the Legislature at its adjourned session ia 
July next.
